SEC. 101. AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIATIONS.3

Funds are hereby authorized to be appropriated for fiscal4

year 2005 for the conduct of the intelligence and intelligence-5

related activities of the following elements of the United States6

Government:7

(1) The Central Intelligence Agency.8

(2) The Department of Defense.9

(3) The Defense Intelligence Agency.10

(4) The National Security Agency.11

(5) The Department of the Army, the Department of12

the Navy, and the Department of the Air Force.13

(6) The Department of State.14

(7) The Department of the Treasury.15

(8) The Department of Energy.16

(9) The Department of Justice.17

(10) The Federal Bureau of Investigation.18

(11) The National Reconnaissance Office.19

(12) The National Geospatial-Intelligence Agency.20

(13) The Coast Guard.21

(14) The Department of Homeland Security.22

SEC. 102. CLASSIFIED SCHEDULE OF AUTHORIZATIONS.23

(a) SPECIFICATIONS OF AMOUNTS AND PERSONNEL CEIL-24

INGS.—The amounts authorized to be appropriated under sec-25
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tion 101, and the authorized personnel ceilings as of September1

30, 2005, for the conduct of the intelligence and intelligence-2

related activities of the elements listed in such section, are3

those specified in the classified Schedule of Authorizations pre-4

pared to accompany the bill H.R. 4548 of the One Hundred5

Eighth Congress.6

(b) AVAILABILITY OF CLASSIFIED SCHEDULE OF AU-7

THORIZATIONS.—The Schedule of Authorizations shall be made8

available to the Committees on Appropriations of the Senate9

and House of Representatives and to the President. The Presi-10

dent shall provide for suitable distribution of the Schedule, or11

of appropriate portions of the Schedule, within the executive12

branch.13

SEC. 103. PERSONNEL CEILING ADJUSTMENTS.14

(a) AUTHORITY FOR ADJUSTMENTS.—With the approval15

of the Director of the Office of Management and Budget, the16

Director of Central Intelligence may authorize employment of17

civilian personnel in excess of the number authorized for fiscal18

year 2005 under section 102 when the Director of Central In-19

telligence determines that such action is necessary to the per-20

formance of important intelligence functions.21

(b) NOTICE TO INTELLIGENCE COMMITTEES.—The Direc-22

tor of Central Intelligence shall notify promptly the Permanent23

Select Committee on Intelligence of the House of Representa-24

tives and the Select Committee on Intelligence of the Senate25

whenever the Director exercises the authority granted by this26

section.27

SEC. 104. INTELLIGENCE COMMUNITY MANAGEMENT28

ACCOUNT.29

(a) AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIATIONS.—There is au-30

thorized to be appropriated for the Intelligence Community31

Management Account of the Director of Central Intelligence for32

fiscal year 2005 the sum of $318,395,000. Within such33

amount, funds identified in the classified Schedule of Author-34

izations referred to in section 102(a) for advanced research and35

development shall remain available until September 30, 2006.36
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(b) AUTHORIZED PERSONNEL LEVELS.—The elements1

within the Intelligence Community Management Account of the2

Director of Central Intelligence are authorized 310 full-time3

personnel as of September 30, 2005. Personnel serving in such4

elements may be permanent employees of the Intelligence Com-5

munity Management Account or personnel detailed from other6

elements of the United States Government.7

(c) CLASSIFIED AUTHORIZATIONS.—8

(1) AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIATIONS.—In addi-9

tion to amounts authorized to be appropriated for the Intel-10

ligence Community Management Account by subsection (a),11

there are also authorized to be appropriated for the Intel-12

ligence Community Management Account for fiscal year13

2005 such additional amounts as are specified in the classi-14

fied Schedule of Authorizations referred to in section15

102(a). Such additional amounts for research and develop-16

ment shall remain available until September 30, 2006.17

(2) AUTHORIZATION OF PERSONNEL.—In addition to18

the personnel authorized by subsection (b) for elements of19

the Intelligence Community Management Account as of20

September 30, 2005, there are also authorized such addi-21

tional personnel for such elements as of that date as are22

specified in the classified Schedule of Authorizations.23

(d) REIMBURSEMENT.—Except as provided in section 11324

of the National Security Act of 1947 (50 U.S.C. 404h), during25

fiscal year 2005 any officer or employee of the United States26

or a member of the Armed Forces who is detailed to the staff27

of the Intelligence Community Management Account from an-28

other element of the United States Government shall be de-29

tailed on a reimbursable basis, except that any such officer,30

employee, or member may be detailed on a nonreimbursable31

basis for a period of less than one year for the performance of32

temporary functions as required by the Director of Central In-33

telligence.34

(e) NATIONAL DRUG INTELLIGENCE CENTER.—35

(1) IN GENERAL.—Of the amount authorized to be ap-36

propriated in subsection (a), $29,811,000 shall be available37
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for the National Drug Intelligence Center. Within such1

amount, funds provided for research, development, testing,2

and evaluation purposes shall remain available until Sep-3

tember 30, 2006, and funds provided for procurement pur-4

poses shall remain available until September 30, 2007.5

(2) TRANSFER OF FUNDS.—The Director of Central6

Intelligence shall transfer to the Attorney General funds7

available for the National Drug Intelligence Center under8

paragraph (1). The Attorney General shall utilize funds so9

transferred for the activities of the National Drug Intel-10

ligence Center.11

(3) LIMITATION.—Amounts available for the National12

Drug Intelligence Center may not be used in contravention13

of the provisions of section 103(d)(1) of the National Secu-14

rity Act of 1947 (50 U.S.C. 403–3(d)(1)).15

(4) AUTHORITY.—Notwithstanding any other provision16

of law, the Attorney General shall retain full authority over17

the operations of the National Drug Intelligence Center.18

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SEC. 302. RESTRICTION ON CONDUCT OF INTELLIGENCE1

ACTIVITIES.2

The authorization of appropriations by this Act shall not3

be deemed to constitute authority for the conduct of any intel-4

ligence activity which is not otherwise authorized by the Con-5

stitution or the laws of the United States.6

LIGENCE FOR INFORMATION MANAGEMENT.8

(a) ESTABLISHMENT OF POSITION WITHIN THE OFFICE9

OF THE DIRECTOR OF CENTRAL INTELLIGENCE.—Subsection10

(e)(2) of section 102 of the National Security Act of 1947 (5011

U.S.C. 403) is amended—12

(1) by striking subparagraph (G); and13

(2) by inserting after subparagraph (F) the following14

new subparagraph (G):15

‘‘(G) The Assistant Director of Central Intelligence for16

Information Management.’’.17

(b) DUTIES.—Section 102 of such Act (50 U.S.C. 403) is18

amended—19

(1) by striking subsection (h); and20

(2) by inserting after subsection (g) the following new21

subsection (h):22

‘‘(h) ASSISTANT DIRECTOR OF CENTRAL INTELLIGENCE23

FOR INFORMATION MANAGEMENT.—(1) To assist the Director24

of Central Intelligence in carrying out the Director’s respon-25

sibilities under this Act, there shall be an Assistant Director of26

Central Intelligence for Information Management who shall be27

appointed by the President, by and with the advice and consent28

of the Senate. The Assistant Director of Central Intelligence29

for Information Management is the chief information officer of30

the intelligence community.31

‘‘(2) Subject to the direction of the Director of Central In-32

telligence, the Assistant Director of Central Intelligence for In-33

formation Management shall—34

‘‘(A) manage activities relating to the information35

technology infrastructure and enterprise architecture re-36

quirements of the intelligence community;37
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‘‘(B) have procurement approval authority over all in-1

formation technology items related to the enterprise archi-2

tectures of all intelligence community components;3

‘‘(C) direct and manage all information technology-re-4

lated procurement for the intelligence community; and5

‘‘(D) ensure that all expenditures for information tech-6

nology and research and development activities are con-7

sistent with the intelligence community enterprise architec-8

ture and the strategy of the Director of Central Intelligence9

for such architecture.10

‘‘(3) An individual serving in the position of Assistant Di-11

rector of Central Intelligence for Information Management may12

not, while so serving, serve as the chief information officer of13

any other agency or department, or component thereof, of the14

United States.’’.15

(c) REFERENCES.—Any reference to the Assistant Direc-16

tor of Central Intelligence for Administration in any law, regu-17

lation, document, paper, or other record of the United States18

shall be deemed to be a reference to the Assistant Director of19

Central Intelligence for Information Management.20

1578), is18

amended by striking subparagraphs (A) and (B), and inserting19

the following:20

‘‘(A) in the case of a recipient of a scholarship, as21

soon as practicable but in no case later than three22

years after the completion by the recipient of the study23

for which scholarship assistance was provided under the24

program, the recipient shall work for a period of one25

year—26

‘‘(i) in a national security position that the27

Secretary certifies is appropriate to use the unique28

language and region expertise acquired by the re-29

cipient pursuant to such study in the Department30

of Defense, in any element of the intelligence com-31

munity, in the Department of Homeland Security,32

or in the Department of State; or33

‘‘(ii) in such a position in any other Federal34

department or agency not referred to in clause (i)35

if the recipient demonstrates to the Secretary that36
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no position is available in a Federal department or1

agency specified in clause (i); or2

‘‘(B) in the case of a recipient of a fellowship, as3

soon as practicable but in no case later than two years4

after the completion by the recipient of the study for5

which fellowship assistance was provided under the pro-6

gram, the recipient shall work for a period equal to the7

duration of assistance provided under the program, but8

in no case less than one year—9

‘‘(i) in a position described in subparagraph10

(A)(i) that the Secretary certifies is appropriate to11

use the unique language and region expertise ac-12

quired by the recipient pursuant to such study; or13

‘‘(ii) in such a position in any other Federal14

department or agency not referred to in clause (i)15

if the recipient demonstrates to the Secretary that16

no position is available in a Federal department or17

agency specified in clause (i); and’’.18

(b) REGULATIONS.—The Secretary of Defense shall pre-19

scribe regulations to carry out the amendment made by sub-20

section (a). In prescribing such regulations, the Secretary shall21

establish standards that recipients of scholarship and fellowship22

assistance under the program under such section 802 are re-23

quired to demonstrate to satisfy the requirement of a good24

faith effort to gain employment as required under subpara-25

graphs (A) and (B) of subsection (b)(2) of such section.26

(c) APPLICABILITY.—(1) The amendment made by sub-27

section (a) shall apply with respect to service agreements en-28

tered into under the David L. Boren National Security Edu-29

cation Act of 1991 on or after the date of the enactment of30

this Act.31

(2) The amendment made by subsection (a) shall not af-32

fect the force, validity, or terms of any service agreement en-33

tered into under the David L. Boren National Security Edu-34

cation Act of 1991 before the date of the enactment of this Act35

that is in force as of that date.36

‘‘(a) AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIATIONS FOR FISCAL13

YEARS 2003 and 2004.—In addition to amounts that may be14

made available to the Secretary under the Fund for a fiscal15

year, there is authorized to be appropriated to the Secretary for16

each fiscal year, beginning with fiscal year 2003, $10,000,000,17

‘‘(c) AVAILABILITY OF APPROPRIATED FUNDS.—Amounts30

made available under this section shall remain available until31

expended.’’.32

(b) REQUIREMENT FOR EMPLOYMENT AGREEMENTS.—(1)33

for the period of such training;13

‘‘(ii) to continue in the service of such agency or de-14

partment employing the employee following completion of15

such training for a period of two years for each year, or16

part of the year, of such training;17

‘‘(iii) to reimburse the United States for the total cost18

of such training (excluding the employee’s pay and allow-19

ances) provided to the employee if, before the completion20

by the employee of the training, the employment of the em-21

ployee by the agency or department is terminated due to22

misconduct by the employee or by the employee voluntarily;23

and24

‘‘(iv) to reimburse the United States if, after com-25

pleting such training, the employment of the employee by26

the agency or department is terminated either by the agen-27

cy or department due to misconduct by the employee or by28

the employee voluntarily, before the completion by the em-29

ployee of the period of service required in clause (ii), in an30

amount that bears the same ratio to the total cost of the31

training (excluding the employee’s pay and allowances) pro-32

vided to the employee as the unserved portion of such pe-33

riod of service bears to the total period of service under34

clause (ii).35
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‘‘(C) Subject to subparagraph (D), the obligation to reim-1

burse the United States under an agreement under subpara-2

graph (A) is for all purposes a debt owing the United States.3

‘‘(D)(i) A discharge in bankruptcy under title 11, United4

States Code, shall not release a person from an obligation to5

reimburse the United States under an agreement under sub-6

paragraph (A) if the final decree of the discharge in bank-7

ruptcy is issued within five years after the last day of the com-8

bined period of service obligation described in clauses (i) and9

(ii) of subparagraph (B).10

‘‘(ii) The head of an element of the intelligence community11

may release an employee, in whole or in part, from the obliga-12

tion to reimburse the United States under an agreement under13

subparagraph (A) when, in the discretion of the head of the14

element, the head of the element determines that equity or the15

interests of the United States so require.’’.16

(2) The amendment made by paragraph (1) shall apply to17

training that begins on or after the date that is 90 days after18

the date of the enactment of this Act.19

(c) INCREASE IN THE NUMBER OF PARTICIPATING EDU-20

CATIONAL INSTITUTIONS.—The Secretary of Defense shall take21
